THERE WAS A TIME WHEN PEOPLE 
WERE ENCOURAGED TO WORK ON 
THEIR OWN CARS. THAT’S WHAT 
DAD DID. THAT’S WHAT GRANDDAD 
DID. AND, AS RITE OF PASSAGE, 
THAT’S WHAT YOU DID. 

Sur0, not 0V0ryOn0 W3S swapping cams, adding cards, 
or tweaking timing curves - those folks have always been a 
special breed - but there was a genuinely accepted - call it 
socially responsible, even - level of automotive understanding 
that was expected. The ability to put air in a tire, read a dipstick; 
or, dare I say, change your own oil are becoming mechanical 
rituals fewer and fewer people possess the daring to attempt. 

It blows my mind how many people I've met that don't own 
a sub-12-piece socket set. 

Is it laziness, or the intimidation factor of technology in 
late-model vehicles, maybe? Who can say for sure? But one thing 
I know is that this lack of entrepreneurial DIY-ism exists on both 
sides of the consumer/retailer spectrum. 

I had this epiphany while attempting a brake job on my 
younger sister's daily driver. I had installed new rotors at the last 
brake interval and so I knew there should be enough meat left to 
have them turned, at least once. I headed over to the nearest 
automotive chain store (one of the few that still turns rotors) to 
get the Job done. 

The guy behind the parts counter took one look at them and 
told me they were bad. Two thoughts flashed through my head: 
This guy has micrometers for eyes, or he is full of you know what 
- though, in my head, I didn't censor that last bit. 

"How can you be sure?" I asked. 

"They have a lip on them" he replied. 

"Yeah, that's why I'd like them turned ..." 

Several more minutes of useless conversation later, not only 
was the guy unable to produce a working set of calipers, he 
clearly would have had no idea how to use them. I left and 
begrudgingly restarted the process at another store. 

The worst part of this story is that this was not an isolated 
incident. It is the battle I undertake, in some way, shape, or form 
every time I work on a car. I absolutely dread having rotors 
turned. Without fail, what should be a black and white conversa- 
tion involving one simple measurement and some third-grade 
math, inevitably transpires into me having to coerce someone to 
do ajob ... that I am paying them to do! 

Ten years ago, small machine Jobs like this were completely 
commonplace. And, the notion of tossing a pair of rotors in the 



trash that still had life left in them was an absurd 
waste of money. 

Is this sort of behavior on the part of the 
retailer leading to less people working on their 
own cars? You'll have to pry the wrench out of 
my cold dead hands one day, but I can honestly 
empathize with people who are Just tired of the 
hassle of dealing with clueless parts retailers or 
arguing about something so comical as having a 
rotor measured before deeming it bad. Are some 
of these customers so frustrated by the process 
that they would rather fork over cash and pass 
off the hassle than work on their own ride? 

Seriously, who hasn't walked into a parts 
store and been flabbergasted by how clueless 
the kid at the counter was about cars? In full 
disclosure: not all that long ago, I was that kid. 
BUT - and this is a very important distinction - I 
was under the supervision of several extremely 
knowledgeable managers that not only made 
sure the customer walked away with a solution 
to their automotive malady, but also shepherded 
me through the best education on cars any kid 
could have hoped for. 

Nowadays, it seems the role of the knowl- 
edgeable employee is being quietly phased out 
of parts stores across the county. That, is sad. G

Most cylindrical valve springs reach a point in the RPM range 
where their compression and expansion rate matches their 
natural frequency, causing a harmonic state called resonance. 

This harmonic resonance eventually magnifies into os- 
cillations that feed upon themselves by traveling up and 
down from one coil to the next and grow out of control. 
The resulting loss of spring pressure can allow the 
valve to float or even bounce, diminishing horsepower 
and causing damage. The traditional cure was to select a 
spring that resonated out of the desired RPM range, but this 
came at the expense of increased seat pressures. 


Until now. 


Conical Valve Springs are geometrically engineered 
with decreasing diameter coils that cancel out harmon- 
ics from one coil to the next. 


Each coil has its own fre- 


quency that does not oscillate into the next one. When the 
engine moves out of that coil’s RPM range, its harmonic 
state stops and it becomes a dampener as the next coil 
reaches its natural frequency. 


Conical springs are under less stress and are less likely 
to break. Additionally, when properly matched to the valve 
train, the decreasing diameter and smaller retainers reduce 
reciprocating mass and increase the engine’s RPM redline. 
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Decreasing coil spring diameter 
dampens harmonics & stops 
runaway oscillations. 



The lack of a natural resonance 
within the spring decreases 
stress & reduces breakage. 



Tapering spring diameter & a 
smaller retainer reduce weight 
& increases redline limits.

HEADS OR TALES: 

WERE THESE HEADS 
FROM JAMES GARNER’S 
1S68 L88 CORVETTE? 




Nostalgia is all about memories and 
provenance is all about being able to 
prove if those memories are real, or just 
foggy recollections of how someone 
thought something was. A case in 
point is the pair of L88 heads my friend 
Stewart Van Dyne has had gathering 
dust under the workbench in his clean- 
room since the mid-'80s. Notice that I 
said "cleanroom," and the truth of it is 
the heads aren't really all that dusty, it's 
Just that gathering dust is a writer's way 
to create the perception that a consider- 
able amount of time has passed. 

Perhaps the most storied Corvettes in 
Corvette racing history are the three Le 
Mans Blue 1968 L88 COPO Corvette 
convertibles campaigned by the late 
actor James Garner's team, American 
International Racing, at Daytona in 1968. 
It was my recollection of those L88 
heads stored under Stew Van Dyne's 
workbench along with a recent article in 
Vette magazine about the number 44 
AIR Corvette that sparked my interest. 
You see, the L88 engines in those AIR 
Corvettes were blueprinted by Traco and 
1968 was the year my friend Stew 
started working at Traco. My imagina- 
tion went wild as I hauled buns to Van 
Dyne Engineering in neighboring 
Huntington Beach, California, to verify if 
indeed Stewart's L88 heads were from 
one of James Garner's L88 Corvettes. 


Stewart's L88 heads hadn't even 
reached the benchtop before he said his 
heads weren't related to the AIR 
Corvettes. It was the summer of 1968 
that Stewart started working at Traco, 
and the AIR Corvettes were already 
gone. The first giveaway was they lacked 
a Traco stamp, but cinching it was 
Stewart knew the heads' history going 
back to new. Stew was rounding up 
parts to build a nasty big-block for his 
'74 CIO and thought about the heads 
languishing at his friend Ray Bates' shop 
in Costa Mesa, California, for some time. 

Ray explained the heads weren't his, 
but he'd call the owner to see if he 
wanted to sell. The L88 heads belonged 
to Sig Erson, Sig bought the heads new 
from Chevrolet, ported them out, and 


then diverted to another project. 

Stewart and Sig worked out a deal. Stew 
brought them home to his shop and 
then forsook the heads to attend to 
customer needs. 

In 1976, Stewart left Traco to work for 
Drake Engineering, and then departed 
Drake in 1986. In 1987, Stewart opened 
the doors to Van Dyne Engineering in 
Huntington Beach, and that's where 
Sig's L88 heads have remained. With the 
assortment of superior aluminum 
cylinder heads available in the aftermar- 
ket today, it's not likely Stew will ever 
use these heads for a contemporary 
build. So if you're someone with a need 
for vintage, never-run 3904392 L88 
heads with an April 5, 1967, casting date 
give Van Dyne Engineering a call. □

AUSLEY’S CHEVELLE PARTS 
UNEARTHS HUGE CACHE OF 
BARN FIND N.D.S. PARTS 

IT'S EASY TO DAYDREAM about stumbling upon some rare 
car, sitting idly and untouched by time in a secluded hideaway 
— the idea of a barn find is just plain exciting. But some of these 
treasure troves of automotive archeology don't come in the form 
of a car, but instead in a collection of vintage parts. Our friends 
over at Ausley's Chevelle Parts Just hit the mother lode of new old 
stock (N.O.S.) caches. Roger Ausley, the company's owner Just 
purchased what is likely in the tens of thousands of brand-new 
Chevy parts that have been hidden away for years — many still in 
their original packaging. 

"I knew this guy back in the late '70s," said Ausley. "He was an 
anesthesiologist and he would buy out old Chevrolet dealership's 
new old stock inventory. He was doing it back in the day when 
they would Just about give it to you to get rid of it. He went as 
far as Hawaii and Puerto Rico 
to get parts." 

When the collector 
passed away, Ausley was 
given an opportunity to 
purchase the vast collection 
of Bow Tie booty. 

"His wife decided she was 
just going to liquidate the stuff 
and I was contacted because 
they wanted to sell the whole 
business and the whole 
collection of everything. At my 
age, I didn't want to spend that 
kind of money and start 
another business, but I said 
I would come up and look 
at it anyway.

What Ausley saw when he arrived 
would have knocked the wind out of 
your average car guy. Parts were 
stacked helter-skelter, floor-to-ceiling 
all across the massive building. 

"The place was an old chicken 
processing plant so it was probably 
25,000 square feet, not to mention 
there were tractor-trailers sitting 
outside slammed full of sheetmetal, gas 
tanks, and just unbelievable amounts of 
stuff," said Ausley. "It was like being in a 
picker's paradise." I made the deal to 
buy all of the Chevelle stuff." 

And so began the daunting task of 
bringing the mountainous hoard of 
N.O.S. parts back home. 

"In the first load, I got five and a half 
pairs of '55 Chevrolet fenders, three 
pairs of '57 fenders, and three pairs of 
'56s," said Ausley. "I got 51 fenders total, 
then I filled my truck up with grilles. I 


probably brought back 25 N.O.S. grilles 
with me." 

Another trip filled up a box truck and 
a trailer. A third trip, again, filled a box 
truck, trailer, and, this time, an 
additional 44-foot trailer. Still not done 
moving parts, it took yet another round 
with the box truck to finish off the 
migration of N.O.S. materials. 

"It isjust unbelievable the amount of 
stuff I've got," said Ausley. "I ended up 
with over 500 N.O.S. floor mats and 125 
grilles! A lot of these parts have Just 
never been available [in reproduction 
form]. "I've even got a 1969 AM/FM 
radio and a '69 Chevelle 396 375hp 
tachometer new in the box. 

Because there was an absolutely 
astronomical amount of parts, Ausley 
concentrated on the Chevelle 
wares, though he did end up with 
quite a few parts for Novas/Chevy lls.

I n the bevy of special editions, 
packages, and trim levels that 
rolled off assembly lines in the 
glory days of muscle, it's easy for 
one of these unique automobiles to slip 
quietly under the radar. 


The upside of this is the allure of 
owning something unique without 
breaking the bank. With this in mind, 
David Whitmer, who was not content 
to restore something "ordinary," spent 
several months searching for just such 


a car. What he found was a 1972 Nova 
equipped with the Sky Roof option. And, 
after a little smooth-talking he trailered 
the car home for the paltry sum of $650. 

"Nova" and "rare" are two words 
that generally don't sync for most hot

rodders. How can a car be rare when 
Chevrolet cranked them out like clock- 
work for 20 years; actually, longer if 
you count the front-wheel-drive mod- 
els — we don't. Sure, a Sky Roof Nova 
still sports a tried-and-true small-block 


V-8 and wears standard. Chevy-issue 
sheetmetal, but it is the 40x40-inch 
hole in the roof that makes it special. 
No, David didn't put it there. Chevy did 
It was in 1972 that Chevrolet first 
began offering the Sky Roof option for 


Novas — basically a ragtop sunroof 
— as a more affordable alternative to 
producing a convertible model, which 
was never offered on the second- 
generation Nova. That year, 6,822 
customers decided to go topless — so

to speak. In 1973, that sales number 
decreased to 3,259 vehicles, meaning 
just over 10,000 of these cars were ever 
produced. Doesn't that qualify as rare? 
We think so. 

While the Sky Roof option is great 
for cruising, especially around David's 
native sunny-Southern-California home, 
it's even better at letting in rust-creating 
moisture. Over the life of the car the 
canvas top did a fantastically terrible Job 
of keeping water and steel from becom- 
ing overly intimate. The sheetmetal that 
had to be replaced was extensive to say 
the least — both inside and outside the 



car. Both door bottoms, both rear fend- 
ers, the driver and passenger floors, the 
dashboard, an A-pillar, and the material 
surrounding the sky roof all had to go. 

With the amount of rot that oc- 
curred on this California car, the Sky 
Roof population in the wetter, colder 
states can't exactly be thriving; making 
this Nova one of few, becoming fewer. 

Whitmer took on the project know- 
ing full well what it would take to get 
the car back on the road and com- 
pleted to his high standards. It's hard 
not to admire the level of perseverance 
and commitment it took to tackle a car 



most would have reserved for scrap or, 
best-case, a shell fit for cannibalization. 
But, David saw something in his rusty 
Nova that others didn't. 

"I must have spent near a $1,000 on 
primer cans, constantly switching be- 
tween grey and black to find all of the 
high spots," said Whitmer. "Man, it took 
forever to get it ready for paint." During 
the time he was whittling away at the 
rust and other copious body imperfec- 
tions, he was still driving the car to and 
from work. At the time, it was his only 
means of transportation. "I'd drive the 
car to work during the week and sand it

and weld on it on the weekends," said 
Whitmer. 

Finally, once the exhaustive body- 
work was finished, David and his dad 
sprayed the car in their garage in Mag- 
netic Gray metalflake paint. 

"There was a huge learning curve 
painting," said David, who had never 
painted a car before the Nova. "I ran 
out of paint halfway through spraying 


the car, and by the time I was able to 
get another gallon mixed up, the flash 
time had passed. I had to re-scuff the 
whole car and start over." 

After the paint dried and cured, 
another large block of time was spent 
lovingly cutting and polishing up the 
fresh paint. The resulting fit and finish 
is unfitting of a first-time spray job. The 
panels are glass-smooth; undoubtedly 


a result of Whitmer's meticulous atten 
tion to detail and the aforementioned 
estimate of $1,000 in black and grey 
primer cans. 

With the paintwork finished, it 
was time to take care of the smoky, 
oil-thirsty time bomb of a small-block 
that was still David's only means of 
conveyance. A quick rebuild kit, com-

road as quick as possible — like, less- 
than-one-week quick. 

"I called on every friend with an 
outstanding lOU for rides to work 
that week," said Whitmer. "If my parts 
hadn't gotten here on time, or there 
was trouble at the machine shop, 

I don't know what I would have done." 

The 355ci small-block Chevy is 
topped by a pair of old-school camel- 
hump heads with 2.02/1.60 valves and 
breathes through a swap-meet-scored 
Edelbrock intake. A split-pattern. 


flat-tappet camshaft from the local 
speed shop works the factory push- 
rods and stamped-steel rockers. An 
Edelbrock carburetor and mechanical 
pump handle fuel delivery, while spent 
fumes are expelled through a set of 
Hedman headers and are hushed by a 
Craigslist-sourced Flowmaster system. 
While the engine was apart, Whitmer 
sent the TH350 transmission out for a 
quick rebuild that included a shift kit. 

In the mad rush to reassemble 
the engine in time for work, the 
need for reliable transportation 
overshadowed the desire for obscene 
horsepower and speed parts were kept 
to a budget-friendly minimum. 


However, a Silverado pickup has since 
entered into Whitmer's life and, with 
the extra set of wheels, plans for a 
more aggressive engine are likely to 
follow suit. 

Under the car reside stock rear 
suspension components, which have 
been cleaned, painted, and fitted with 
new bushings as needed. The Nova 
has drum brakes at all four corners, 
which have been rebuilt and converted 
to power assist. Filling the fenders are 
17-inch polished aluminum Streeter 
wheels from Showwheels. 

In our automotive world of over- 
the-top builds and spaceship grade 
horsepower numbers, it is refreshing 
to see a car built out of real passion, 
a desire to learn, and on a truly af- 
fordable budget. This '72 Sky Roof may 
not have an LS packing 1,000 ponies 
under-hood or expensive Pro Touring 
wheels and suspension, but it has heart 
and a pretty neat option to set it apart 
from the herd. 

"I have less than $5,000 in the car, 
and the coolest part of the experience 
has been spending time with my dad 
and working in the garage together," 
said Whitmer. "Everything I know, 

I learned from him, and the best 
part is people still don't believe 
we painted it ourselves! I re- 
ally couldn't be happier with 
the way things turned out." 

And why shouldn't he 
be happy? The car sounds 
great, looks even better, 
and the rubber plastered on 
the fenders indicates Whit- 
mer's humble 350 is doing 
the Job Just fine. G

n evening filled with bad TV 
and his wife's iPad, turned 
into a road trip to North Car- 
olina for Gulfport, Mississip- 
pi's Greg Miller to pick up this stunning 
Butternut Yellow/White 1955 Chevy 210 
-the couple's dream car. But before we 
get ahead of ourselves, let's take a step 
back to 2008 when the pair first started 
looking for a '55 convertible but was 


unable to find one in their price range. 
Instead, a 1970 K5 Blazer picked up 
from Utah arrived in the garage in its 
place, but Greg never stopped dream- 
ing about the Tri-Five. 

"We bought the Blazer online for 
Tammy, and when we got it home, we 
worked on it off and on for four years 
before it got pushed off to the side," 
says Miller.

Life gets in the way of hot rod dreams sometimes, and 
Miller spent the next year or so looking at the dust accumu- 
late on the Blazer before that fateful night with the iPad and 
an unexpected eBay search. 

"I wasn't even looking for a car. Tammy was watching 
TV and I had no interest in the show she was watching, so 
I picked up her iPad and started browsing eBay. I had the 
bright idea to start looking for '55s again, and as soon as I 
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saw this car, my jaw dropped and 
I knew we had to have it," he says. 

"The following Monday a friend and 
I piled into the car and drove to North 
Carolina to pick it up — the car is really 
Tammy's." 

And no self-respecting hot-rodder 
buys a car and leaves it alone, do they? 
Despite paying a healthy sum for the 
'55 from a seller that was down on his 
luck. Miller had immediate plans to 
update much of the car as soon as he 
got it home. 

"The car has a great foundation — 
every panel is in great shape with zero 
rust anywhere, but the interior was an 
ugly original green color that didn't go 
well with the Butternut Yellow paint 
scheme," says Miller. 

He dug deep into the couch cushions 
and enlisted Terry Mathis at Gulf Coast 
Trim & Upholstery in Pascagoula, Missis- 
sippi, to revamp the car's seating posi- 
tions with a blend of complementary 
yellow leather and tan suede material, 
then re-covered the floor in a custom 
carpeting. The custom center console 
was covered in the same yellow leather. 
Chuck Rowland stand-alone front seats 
are part of the mix as well, and a host 
of billet parts — door handles, window 
cranks, lock knobs, vent trim, and more 
— complete the look. 


Other interior upgrades include 
a Billet Specialties steering wheel, 
painted dash complete with billet 
inserts, and a Dakota Digital VHX gauge 
pack. A Kenwood stereo blasts the 
killer tunes through Diamond Audio 
amplifiers and speakers. 

The 115-inch-wheelbase car rests 
on the factory frame, but it has been 
notched by Chad Jesse at Illicit Cus- 
toms to allow the ladder-bar-suspend- 


ed, Moser-axle-equipped 9-inch Ford 
rearend housing to tuck up nicely. Al- 
though the car had an air-ride system 
installed when he picked it up. Miller 
ditched that kit and put in an AccuAir 
system with Slam Specialties 'bags and 
sensors at all four wheels to ensure the 
car sits level when he flicks the switch. 

A quartet of Billet Specialties SLG05 
wheels sit underneath — 20x9 in the 
front and 22x10 in the rear — housing 
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Classic Parts of America 1947-1998 Chevrolet/GMC Truck and 1967-1969 Camaro Parts 


massive 245/35/20 and 265/35/22 Nitto 
tires. And no set of big wheels come 
correct without a set of big brakes; the 
'55 wears a full set of polished Wilwood 
calipers and drilled rotors to slow down 
the leadsled from speed. Steering is 
controlled through an ididit column 
and Classic Performance Products 
steering box. 

Currently under the hood is a 350 
Chevy that's been done up with finned 
billet valve covers, an Edelbrock carb 
and intake manifold, modern HEI 
ignition with Taylor spark plug wires, 
and dual Flowmaster mufflers pulling 
the exhaust through a set of Hedman 
headers. The power runs through 


a Turbo 350 trans back to the 9-inch. 

A 106-amp chrome alternator keeps 
the electricity flowing, while an 
electric fan and Griffin radiator keep 
the engine cool. 

Miller says that's about to change, 
though; when we spoke with him on 
the phone he was in the middle of 
pulling the car apart yet again to outfit 
it with an LS2 engine and 4L65E over- 
drive transmission from a 2006 GTO. 
"The truck also has LS power, 
and I wanted to modernize this car 
also," he explains. 

To simplify the process, he dialed up 
Mark Campbell at Street & Performance 
in Mena, Arkansas, to pick up all of the 


goodies necessary to transplant the LS2 
into the older chassis; from the proper 
transmission crossmember to the 
stand-alone fuel injection computer 
and harness. Street & Performance was 
able to supply it all. 

"Mark was real helpful; once I told 
him what I was trying to do he started 
rattling off all of the parts and pieces 
I was going to need to complete the 
swap — those guys are the experts in 
this stuff. Of course, it could be that I 
was $15,000 lighter at the end of our 
phone call," he laughs. 

Another upgrade planned is the 
Vintage Air air-conditioning system — 
if you've ever been in Gulfport in the 
summertime, you know the weather al- 
ternates between humid and more hu- 
mid, making this a necessary upgrade. 

By the time the project is complete. 
Miller estimates that he and Tammy 
will have $75-80,000 invested into 
the project; he says it appraises for 
six figures already, and that's with 
the current 350 engine and Turbo 350 
transmission in the car. 

So, you're wondering what hap- 
pened to the forlorn, forgotten Blazer. 
Miller says it was sold off, and he and 
Tammy haven't looked back since. 

With a ride like this currently occupying 
space in the garage — and their hearts 
— can you blame them? O

TAKING SHAPE 

WOODY’S ’55 GIVEAWAY CAR GOES FROM METAL TO MAGNIFICENT 



\Nhen we last left you, the Golden Star Auto giveaway 1955 Chevy, 
built by Woody's Hot Rodz, looked very little like any Tri-Five you've 
ever seen. The car, which will be awarded to one lucky soul at the 
inaugural Danchuk Tri-Five Nationals presented by Super Chevy and 
produced by Woody's Hot Rodz, in Bowling Green, Kentucky, has come 
a long way in just a few short months. 

For anyone unfamiliar with the project, or those in need of a quick 
refresher, the car is based on a stock '55 Chevy chassis, upgraded with a 
Woody's Hot Rodz Weld-In X Member and Rear Shock Crossmember. It 
is suspended on Woody's tubular control arms, features Viking adjust- 
able shocks and stock rear leaf springs. A Chevrolet 350ci, 195-horse- 
power crate engine, topped with a Holley intake manifold and carbure- 
tor provide the go, and a Phoenix Transmission Products-built 700-R4 
deliver power to the refreshed original differential with 3.55 gears. 

After the last installment, the crew had completed a solid and thor- 
oughly modernized foundation of suspension and powertrain for the car. 
It was now time to get to work on one of their reproduction bodies to 
set on top of the rolling chassis. We caught up with the guys to observe 
how a stack of non-discreet stamped-steel body pieces take shape into 


an official, Chevrolet-licensed 1955 
Chevy body. The recipe seems pretty 
simple: quality parts, modern construc- 
tion processes, and talented hands. 
While that may be a gross oversim- 
plification of the process, the crew at 
Woody's makes it look that easy. 

You've heard the expression "built 
from the ground up." Well, Woody's 
approaches a body build in the same 
way - it all starts with a freshly 
stamped floorpan. That pan is bolted 
onto an original frame. That frame 
has been straightened and corrected 
to tolerances much tighter than could 
have ever been achieved on a 1950s 
CM assembly line. 

Next, the firewall and front cowl 
are welded into place. Anyone that

has spent time working on a factory 
Tri-Five body will recall that it is the 
result of hundreds of spot welds, link- 
ing together the panels. Even though 
Woody's builds bodies in much the 
same way as Fisher originally did, 
they use modern MIG and TIG welding 
equipment to fasten panels together. 

Sure, they could spot weld panels 
together for the sake of period cor- 
rectness, but manufacturing technol- 
ogy has improved hundredfold since 
the last '55 Chevy rolled off the assem- 
bly line. And, having a rigid, durable 
chassis is much more important than 
period correctness in this instance. 

"A lot of technology has been 
improved in the last 60 years," said 
Woody's owner Chris Sondles. "Just 
because a vehicle was built a certain 
way in the 1950s doesn't mean that 
is the best way to construct it now. 
Any welder will tell you a MIG weld is 
much stronger than a spot weld." 

Modern welding practices are also 
applied to body gaps that Chevrolet 
would have originally filled with lead. 
Every one of these joints is welded 
and metal finished, which adds over- 
all strength and provides for a Joint 
that will not crack paint due to flex. 

With the floor, firewall, and upper/ 
lower cowl pieces stich-welded into 
place, the doors can then be installed 
on the body. 

"In a restoration process, you 
would be fitting the doors to the 
quarter-panels," said Sondles. 

"What we do, because we have the 
luxury, is we build the car around the 
doors. We build the cowl, mount the 
doors to the cowl, then we can set 
our rocker panels, our inner/outer 
quarter-panels, and our roof based 
on the doors." 

This order of operations allows 
Woody's to get tighter panel gaps all 
around the door seams. 

"You used to have to make your 
door fit the car," added Sondles. 
"That's like trying to make a square 
peg fit a round hole. What we do is 
we start with the peg and make the 
hole fit the peg." 

After the doors are on the car, 
the quarter-panels, rockers, roof 
structure, and roof all follow suit and 
Tri-Five lines begin to emerge from 







what was once a stack of panels. 

Each panel is slightly different than 
desired so as the body goes together, 
trimming and fitting is needed to 
achieve the desired fit and finish. 

"Just because a panel was stamped 
in the same press doesn't mean 
it's the same," said Sondles. "Every 
body is handcrafted and every panel is 
hand fit." 

To ensure that the body is spot on, 
Woody's uses original GM components 
to verify everything is placed correctly. 
Components such as glass, moldings, 
and bezels fill the role of go/no-go 
gauges, making sure that when a 
customer receives a body, all of their 
original parts fit perfectly. 

The roof is one of the last panels 
to be added to the body and it is 
also the recipient of some new-age 
construction practice. A chemical 
bonding strip adheres it to the sup- 
port structure, which is far more rigid 
and durable than the original factory 
mounting style. 

Once the body is whole and all of 
the metal finishing is complete. The 
team rolled the new body into a paint 
booth where Brian Graber, Woody's 
painter and body shop manager, 
sprayed the car with PPG primer. 

It was then treated to a hardened 
enamel undercoating that mimics the 
red-oxide coating Chevrolet would 
have originally used under the car. 
Graber then masked and shot the 
body with a coat of PPG Envirobase 
water-based paint. 

The car is rapidly taking shape and 
will be ready for its new home in just a 
few short weeks' time. All that is left is 
some interior work and installation of 
the American Autowire Classic Update 
Series harness. 

Stay tuned for more build updates 
as the car becomes whole. But, before 
we leave you, let's cover one of the 
most important details of the build:

that meant a trusty Delco AM radio 
in the dash with a tinny defrost grille 
speaker (which actually worked) so 
I figured what with ball games and some 
oldies stations that would be fine.

When I purchased my 1963 Nova wagon almost 20 years ago I sat down 
and made a list of things I was going to either replace or restore to get 
the car where I wanted it. The one thing that I didn't even consider at 
that point was the audio system. My car was in original condition, and 
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to. Researching a replacement that 
would fit in my factory-cut dash without 
carving it up yielded very little for my 
taste and budget so I did what any 
red-blooded American would do, I 
disconnected the AM radio and bought a 
decent late-model AM/FM CD combo 
and stuck it in the glovebox. That's 
about as good a solution as putting a 


new TV on top of an old, broken TV. 

Fast forward a dozen years and I had 
had enough of reaching across my cab 
to change the station or pop in a new 
CD. Yes, it was time for an intervention 
on myself 

Enter RetroSound and their Model

capability. Designed to be flexible and 
fit most classics. 

Luckily for me, audio/install expert 
Chris Peterson was contacted by 
RetroSound to do the install and, since 
this wasn't his first rodeo, everything was 
accomplished in one day. I am now cruis- 
ing in style with modern technology and 
a cornucopia of listening options. Q

We removed the old, worn- 
out kick panels and, since we 
were installing new kick panel 
speakers, purchased a set of 
new ones from Classic Industries. 

3 

RetroSound radios come with 
a kit to match them to the stock 
radio opening. This is how they 
can have one radio fit many cars. 
They offer dozens of different 
knob options; we chose a style 
very similar to our Stockers. 

4 

After laying out the equipment 
and assembling some basic 
hardware, Chris used the factory 
bezel to size up the side brackets 
on the head unit. 

5 

The retaining bracket fasteners 
can be adjusted forward and 
back to achieve the correct 
depth. Slight adjustments 
were made so the unit sat 
flush with bezel. 

6 

As you can see, the modern 
unit is a fraction of the size 
(and weight) of the stock one. 

7 

The dash speaker was then 
wired up and fit into the stock 
mounting bracket. 

8 

All of the connections were 
soldered and heat shrunk. 

Heat shrink tubing was used 
on the speaker leads to clean up 
the install.

Chris then popped the Model 
Two into place; it fit like a glove. 

11 

Next, we shifted to the antenna. 
After removing the old one, Chris 
fed the new line through the cowl 
and secured the top, ensuring a 
solid, leak-free fit. 

12 

Since we were also replacing the 
glovebox liner, Chris decided to 
see if we could fit the amplifier 
under the dash. There were a 
few factory mounting points 
that allowed him to mount the 
amplifier above the glovebox. 

13 

Because we had more speakers 
than either the radio or amplifier 
could run at one time, the radio 
is running the dash speaker, 
and the amplifier is running the 
rest of the system. Chris then 
separated the proper lines for 
the unit and amplifier. 

14 

To power the peripherals, 
a wire was routed to the battery 
through the firewall and along the 
heater core hoses and attached 
directly to the battery. 

15 

After removing the doorsill 
plates, the power and signal 
wires were routed to the position 
where we would be hiding the 
subwoofer under the passenger 
seat. 

16 

Once power was routed and 
the brackets were attached, 
we slid the unit under the seat 
and attached it to the floor. 

17 

The Bluetooth unit comes with an 
external microphone that makes 
hands-free phone calls through 
the system a snap. We mounted 
it on the steering column.

Chris then prepped the kick panels, 
measuring the exact location of where 
he wanted to mount the new speakers. 
He then used a pair of tin snips to 
carefully cut out his drawn template. 

19 

With the carpet peeled back, the 
connected speaker/kick panel assembly 
was massaged in and secured, as was 
the passenger-side panel. 

20 

Chris fed speaker wire along the driver- 
side sills to the waiting 8-inch R-TB8 
RetroSound box speakers at the back 
of the wagon.

The supplied USB extension can be 
mounted anywhere, but the cigarette 
lighter hole is the perfect size to accept 
the unit and is very convenient.

The color digital display face is easy 
to read and provides just enough 
information to know what’s coming 
through the speakers. For those 
wanting a more “classic look,” there 
is an optional overlay that provides an 
authentic AM radio look when the unit 
is off, and doesn’t obscure the display 
too much when the unit is on.

it back, grab a beer, and try 
to pay attention. In his quest 
to find the ultimate Chevy 
performance machine, Chris 
Dortlon has rampaged through quite a 
few cars in three short years. His latest 
flurry of acquisitions started with a 
2012 Corvette Z06, which he traded in 


for a 2013 Camaro ZL1. After swapping 
the ZL1 for another 2012 Corvette Z06, 
he replaced it with a 2015 Corvette Z06 
before trading it in for a 2015 Camaro 
1LE. Sampling two generations of Cor- 
vettes, the latest generation of Camaro, 
two LS7s, an ISA, an LT4, and an LS3 
led Chris to one expensive, time-con- 


suming, and absolutely resolute con- 
clusion: Throw an LS7 inside a Camaro 
1LE chassis, and you've got yourself the 
ultimate late-model muscle car. 

Fortunately for Chris, GM reached 
the same conclusion and built the Z/28. 
Not surprisingly, he promptly traded 
in his 1LE for a 2015 Camaro Z/28 
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as soon as he was able to track one 
down. While moving down the totem 
pole from a Corvette to a Camaro may 
seem peculiar, fully understanding why 
anyone would do such a thing requires 
a quick recap on what the Z/28 is all 
about. Unlike in generations past, when 
GM slapped Z/28 badges on random 


Camaros merely as a marketing gim- 
mick, this time around the fifth-gen 
Z/28 genuinely pays homage to the 
first-gen Z/28s that were purpose-built 
to dominate Trans-Am racing. 

To prep the Z/28 for road race duty, 
GM removed 300 pounds out of the 
fifth-gen chassis by ripping out the 


A/C, floor mats, tire inflation kit, and all 
but one stereo speaker. Further paring 
mass are lightweight wheels, a smaller 
battery, and thinner rear glass. Provid- 
ing the stick are trick spool-valve- 
style shocks, stiffer springs, revised 
sway bars, and gargantuan 305/30/19 
Pirelli tires on all four corners. Mas-

sive carbon-ceramic brakes provide 
endless braking power, while a front 
splitter, wheel-arch extensions, and a 
decklid spoiler generate real downforce 
at triple-digit speeds. Assisting with 
brisk corner exits are a shorter 3.91:1 
ring-and-pinion set and a close-ratio 
Tremec TR-6060 six-speed manual 
trans. Dropping a 505hp LS7 into the 
Z/28's full-race chassis nets a package 
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that smokes Ferraris, Porsches, and 
Lamborghinis around Germany's infa- 
mous Nurburgring road course. 

Although Chris had no intentions of 
going road racing, through his adven- 
tures in car swapping, he realized that 
Corvettes and forced-induction engines 
weren't for him. "When I got my first 
Z06 in 2012, I fell in love with the LS7 
small-block. Even though my 2015 


Corvette had 650 horsepower, I didn't 
care for the supercharged LT4," Chris 
opines. "It just didn't feel as fast as the 
LS7, and it didn't run through the gears 
like the LS7, either. With the lower 
redline, the supercharged motor didn't 
feel like it had the legs of the natu- 
rally aspirated 427, and the fun factor 
Just wasn't there. The LS7's throttle 
response is simply amazing." 


Longing to reunite with the LS7's 
brutal power delivery is Just part of 
the reason why Chris traded in his 
Corvettes. As a hot rodder that grew 
up around muscle cars, he found 
Corvettes a bit too refined. "I've had 
Chevelles and first- and second-gen 
Camaros over the years, and to me the 
new Corvettes are so refined that they 
don't feel like muscle cars anymore. 





They ride so nicely and have so many 
luxury features that you might as well 
be driving a BMW M5," Chris explains. 
"This Z/28 is by far the favorite of all 
the cars I've owned. The hood is long, 
the suspension beats you up pretty 
well, and you feel the road much better 
than in a Corvette, so it feels more like 
a real muscle car. The difference is that 
the handling is amazing and the brakes 
are phenomenal. If you stomp on the 
brakes you better be ready because 
they're going to put you in the wind- 
shield real fast." 

As luck would have it, Chris scored 
a killer deal on the Z/28 after some- 
one ordered it at the dealership, then 
decided not to buy it at the last second. 
That's when Chris swooped in and 
snatched it up for $16,000 below sticker 
price. Now that the cash savings was 


burning a hole in his pocket, Chris 
dropped the car off at Late Model Race- 
craft (LMR, www.latemodelracecraft. 
com) in Houston with just 60 miles on 
the clock. After baseline dyno testing 
the car at 480 rear-wheel horsepower, 
the LMR crew got to work installing its 
Reaper package. Upgrades include LMR 
Stage 3 ported cylinder heads, double- 
duty valvesprings, a custom hydraulic 
roller camshaft, new pushrods, an 
underdrive pulley, and 2-inch Ameri- 
can Racing long-tube headers with 
high-flow cats. With a custom LMR tune 
loaded up into the factory PCM, the 
Z/28 lays down 585 horsepower and 523 
Ib-ft of torque at the rear wheels. A tes- 
tament to GM's engineering talents, the 
Z/28's stock driveline, suspension and 
brakes handle the 100-plus additional 
horsepower without breaking a sweat. 


Finally, after years of swapping 
out Z06s for ZLIs, and ILEs for Z/28s, 
Chris has built the ultimate late-model 
GM muscle car. With the additional 
horsepower LMR has infused into 
the Z/28, knocking 10-15 seconds off 
of its lap times at the Nurburgring is 
definitely conceivable. Nevertheless, 
it wouldn't be the least bit surprising 
if Chris trades his Z/28 for the next 
hot GM performance machine as soon 
as the opportunity presents itself "I 
don't plan on keeping any of my cars 
forever," he admits. "I buy them, enjoy 
them, and then move on to something 
new. When the new sixth-gen Z/28 
comes out, maybe I'll upgrade at that 
time." Until then, only a select few 
supercars on earth can touch Chris' 
Z/28 around a road course, regardless 
of price. □ 
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EARLY ADOPTER 



Getting in on the ground floor of new 
automotive technology is always cool, but 
there's also a downside. Namely that later 
versions typically have all the bugs worked 
out and there are far more associated 
parts available. Back in 2010 , we built a 
461 -inch LS engine for our 1968 Camaro 
project car Bad Penny. The build was based 
around RHS's "new" race block. Yep, this 
badass block let us shoehorn 461 inches of 
glorious displacement within the confines 
of a block no larger than a typical LSi. And, 
while we never found any "bugs" with the 
block, COMP/RHS has since released a lot 
of supporting parts that would have made 
our build better. 

The block we have features a raised 
cam tunnel, and RHS spent considerable 
effort reworking the internal dimensions to 
accommodate the longer rods and crank 
spinning about. They also addressed oil 
control issues found in stock LS blocks and 
added provisions to easily incorporate a 
dry-sump oiling system. For those that 
don't mind the external dimensions bump- 
ing up a bit, RHS also offers a tail-deck 
version that is engineered to accept up to 
a 4.600-inch crank. Combined with the 
RHS block's maximum bore of 4.165, it has 
the potential for 501 cubes (8.2L). In our 
case, the standard-deck block made more 
sense since we would be able to reuse our 
custom headers. 

But, as any engine builder will tell you, 
a big stroke is inherently hard on parts, and 
for nearly 15,000 miles we mercilessly beat 
the ever lovin' snot out of the 461. The 
engine happily accepted our abuse, but the 
thin rings necessitated by the short, stroker 
pistons started to wear and let compres- 
sion out of- and oil into -the combustion 
chambers. Not a good combination for 
performance. Given this, we decided to pull 
the 461 apart, do a rebuild, and see how 
everything was holding up. O 
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To make our pistons “better than new,” we sent them over 
to Embee Performance in Santa Ana, California, for some 
of their specialized coatings. The skirts received a fresh 
coat of antifriction material while the tops received a 
thermal barrier coating. This thermal barrier will help keep 
heat out of the piston and in the combustion chamber where 
it belongs. The coating added about □.□□□B-inches to the 
diameter of the piston. 


□ur old COMP cam was pretty tame (given our 
displacement) so we decided to stay in the ballpark in terms 
of overall size on the new stick (PN 54-474-11). We bumped 
the duration from 247/2B3 (at □.□50) to 251/2B7 and the 
LSA went from 114 to 115 (installed at 112 intake centerline), 
but the lift stayed the same at □.B24-inch. Keep in mind 
that the 1.8:1 LS7 rocker ratio bumps that lift up to around 
O.BBI-inch. A bigger cam could definitely net us more 
power, but street manners are worth a few ponies. 


Chris Pollock over at Evod Garage found some chatter 
marks on our main bearings, which meant our clearances 
were a bit loose. Instead of trying to fix it with thicker 
bearings we had Total Performance machine/shave the 
main caps and then line-hone the block. Sure, it costs 
more to do it this way, but the right way typically isn’t the 
cheapest option. For bearings, we went with Clevite MS- 
2188HX pieces and Chris double-checked that everything 
was perfect before we dropped in the crank. 


The rings in 
our hard-run 
4B1 were 
shot, but 
the pistons 
were in 
pretty good 
shape. After 
cleaning 
them up, 
we found a 
few signs of 
detonation, 
so we 
decided to 
drop the 
compression 
a bit to 
compensate 
for our cruddy 

California gas. We also felt the Armorglide antifriction 
skirt coating on the Wiseco pistons held up pretty well 
to the tortures of the long 4.250-inch stroke. The pistons 
are off-the-shelf 4.155-inch bore, 2B18 forged pieces with 
a -8cc dish. 



We sent the block and rotating parts to Total Performance 
in Santee, California, where they found that the bores were 
in excellent condition and only needed a very light hone. 
This meant we could keep our pistons, saving us a nice 
stack of cash. 



The Lunati Signature Series crank (PN JP711ER) was badass 
five years ago, and it still is. Forged from 4340 certified 
steel, this American-made and machined 4.250-inch stroke 
crank will live forever at our power levels. We had the crank 
massaged and polished at Total Performance.

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The rods, like the crank, were top-of-the-line offerings from 
Lunati. These 4340 I-beam rods (PN JPB125-8) had ARP 
2000 rod bolts. On the big end they were out of round a bit 
so Total Performance cut down the caps and honed them 
back to spec. 




To secure the cam, we installed the RHS proprietary brass 
thrust plate. We also stuffed in a new O-ring (PN 549204- 
1). The RHS block makes extensive use of O-rings, and 
replacements are readily available through RHS. 


The raised cam of 
the RHS block meant 
it required a longer 
timing chain (one 
extra link). In 2010, 
the only offering out 
there was a single 
roller, so that’s 
what we ran. Well, 
today RHS offers 
several choices, 
including this three- 
key double-roller 
(PN 3154) with the 
correct length chain. 
The single-pulse 
cam sprocket is 
because our Camaro 
runs an early 24x 
reluctor-based 
computer. 



Chris then file fit all the rings (□.□18-inch top and □.□22 
second) and mated them to the rods with a fresh set of 
Wiseco wire locks. 



The thin (1.2mm first and second, □.□mm oil ring), 
moly-faced, ductile-iron rings are easy to bend on 
installation, so the best way of getting them in place was 
by using a specialized installation sleeve. We picked up this 
tapered 4.155-inch piece (PN SME-954155) from Summit 
racing for around $□□. 



It was then 
time to degree 
the cam. The 
card called out 
for installing 
the115LSA 
camshaft on 
a 112.5 intake 
centerline and 
the three-key 
sprocket let us 
get to 115.5, 
which was 
close enough. 
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And here’s the 
right way to 
install an LS 
oil pump. Chris 
explained that 
the pump has 
a bit of play 
and if it’s just 
“slapped on,” 
then it will 
likely be off 
center and end 
up rubbing the 
crank sprocket. 

His solution 
was to pull 
off the front 
plate and use 

a feeler gauge to get it centered just right. You can also see 
the timing cover kit’s small pump spacers, which allowed 
the pump to clear the wider chain without grinding. 



Another item 
that didn’t 
exist when we 
first built the 
engine was this 
sweet COMP 
timing cover 
(PN 5495). 

In addition to 
having added 
clearance for 
double-roller 
timing chains, 
it allows for 
repositioning 
the cam 
sensor for 
better reading 
of the raised cam. For easier cleaning we had the cover 
powdercoated charcoal grey. This sure beat the old 
suggestion of cutting and welding a stock cover to get 
proper sensor positioning. We also installed the ATI Super 
Damper that has served us well for going on eight years now. 



Heads are something vitally important to how a given 
engine will perform, but they can also easily consume much 
of your budget. Will a set of $6, ODD heads outperform a 
set that costs thousands less? Yeah, but then again they 
should. RHS set out to design a strong performing head that 
wouldn’t leave your wallet a smoldering, empty mess. Their 
LS7 Pro Elite 291cc CNC-ported heads (PN 54501-0BSTS) 
cost well under $2,000 each and are the first LS-style head 
to feature a raised intake runner design. The heads work 
with both stock and aftermarket LS7 intakes and valvetrain 
setups. They feature 12-degree valve angles and the unique 
□.220-inch raised intake runners allow a better line of sight 
into the cylinders. The heads feature a six-bolt design for 
better head gasket retention. Chamber volume is 69 cc 
and the stainless valves are 2.200-inch for the intake and 
1.B15-inch for the exhaust. 



Before committing to the install, Chris wanted to verify that 
we had plenty of piston-to-valve clearance. So he installed 
light springs and bolted on a head using shims to simulate 
head gasket thickness. The intake had □.245-inches of 
clearance to the piston while the exhaust was at 0.255- 
inch; more than enough. 



This was also a great time for us to figure out what length 
pushrods we would need. The right length ended up being 
7.800 inches on the intake and the exhaust. With that info 
in hand, we ordered up the correct COMP pieces from 
Summit Racing. 



□K, part of the reason our compression was so high was 
that we misused a 0.051-inch (compressed) head gasket 
when building the original engine. It turned out that the 
RHS recommended gasket came in at 0.036 inches 
compressed. That in turn jacked the compression up to 
nearly 11.9:1. RHS didn’t offer a thicker gasket, but we did 
find some from Cometic that had a compressed thickness 
of 0.051-inch. The only difference we found between the 
recommended gasket and the Cometic were that these two 
water passages were larger on the Cometic gaskets. RHS 
explained that they made them smaller to better seal to 
their block, but after test-fitting them on the block we felt 
the Cometic pieces (PN CAGC5935-051 and CAGC5936- 
□51) would seal fine - and besides, we really needed to drop 
the compression.

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It was then time to install the RHS LS7 heads. With the 69cc chamber volume our new compression should come in right 
at 11.54:1. This will cost us power, but reliability and longevity are far more important. 



We found that the reluctor wheel on the crank was barely 
hitting (and self clearancing) a small aluminum plug near 
the back of the block. To ensure it didn’t happen again we 
used the witness mark as a guide and knocked the edge off 
the plug. We also replaced the O-rings on all of the RHS oil 
and water gallery plugs. 



The oil pan will be the same tried-and-true, four-corner- 
trapdoor, baffled 5.5-quart wet-sump pan we’ve always run. 
The Autokraft pan has a thick steel flange so it won’t warp 
and even though it can be run with a billet oil filter adapter we 
opted for a remote filter, which increases volume and makes 
plumbing in a cooler easier. Our car has pulled hundreds of 
high-g (over 1.2) turns and has never had an oil issue. We 
cleaned up the old pan and had the outside powdercoated 
silver since it was beat down by all the road miles.

The Autokraft pickup tube did give us a bit of trouble. The 
spacers moved the oil pump forward to clear the timing 
chain. This meant the pickup tube moved forward and didn’t 
line up with the rear main stud. And the hole was also too 
small for the ARP stud. After some time with a drill, and a 
little hammer therapy, all was good to go. 



These captured-link-bar hydraulic lifters from COMP (PN 
15956-16) are great for the money. Link-bar style lifters 
are needed on RHS blocks since there’s no provision for 
the plastic lifter trays found on OE LS blocks. We chose 
short-travel style since they cut down on power loss and 
valvetrain failure by limiting the lifter’s internal piston 
movement as they are pumped up by oil pressure. 



To feed atmosphere to the heads, we opted for a FAST LSxR 102mm LS7 intake. It will flow great and we’re digging the new 
black cover over the old fingerprint-attracting grey that they used to come in.

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One way to fix the geometry problems of a high- 
lift cam is to switch to a shaft-mount rocker 
system. This 1.8:1 ratio COMP kit (PN 1525) Is fully 
adjustable, so the motion of the camshaft can be 
precisely transferred to the valves. With the rail In 
place, we could then install and adjust the rockers. 
The roller rockers are made from 2014 alummum 
while the shafts are 8620 hardened steel. 


The high lift of our old cam, combined with using GM LS7 
rockers, was causing the tips of the rockers (and ends of the 
valve stems) to get chewed up a bit. Given this, we decided 
to switch to a roller tip shaft rocker. To accommodate the 
rockers we had to have the pad area cut down 0.030-inch. 
With that done we attached the rail using the supplied ARP 
fasteners. 


With the engine together, we hauled it over to Westech 
Performance for some quality time on their Superflow 902 
dyno. For the test we used 91-octane Rocket supplied pump 
gas and a Meziere electric water pump. Since we can’t run a 
drive-by-wire throttle body on the dyno we went with a FAST 
102mm mechanical version. 


To complete our fuel system, 
we went with a set of billet fuel rails 
(PN 14B027-KIT) and 601b, LSI-style 
injectors (PN 304200) from FAST. 


CONTROLED OIL LEAK 

Oil is life, so in addition to priority main oiling, RHS designed their block 
to use piston oil squirters. These weren't available when we built the 
engine, but they are now and can really be of benefit on boosted 
engines where keeping the pistons a bit cooler is critical. On our naturally 
aspirated engine there wouldn't have been much benefit, so we left 
them off.

Of course, there's more to a head than just 
its advertised runner size. The best way to 
scope out how a head should perform is 
to send it to a flow bench where it can be 
tested. Of course, there's a host of other 
forces at play (such as velocity, chamber de- 
sign, etc.) that affect how a head performs, 
but flow numbers are handy for getting a 
general idea of how a head works. This test, 
carried out at Westech Performance, was 
done at 28 -inches of water.

After nine pulls worth of adjustments and tweaks to the computer program 
we were rewarded with the best pull of the day of B74 hp at 6,100 rpm and 
617 Ib-ft at 4,700 rpm. We were especially happy with how the 4Bl-inch LS 
made over 450 Ib-ft of twist way down at 3,000 rpm and at 5,800 rpm was 
still pumping out over BOO Ib-ft. Even though peak power was at 6,100 rpm 
we were still well over 650 hp at 6,500 with no hints of valve float.

A BETTER 
MOUSETRAP 



The fastest way to a faster car is boost. Yep, engines are just big air pumps, 
so stuffing in more air allows for more fuel, and that equates to more 
horsepower. There are different types of superchargers on the market, but 
one popular type is the Roots style. These are also referred to as positive 
displacement blowers because they deliver a fixed amount of air per 
revolution. For a peek into this segment of the supercharger world we 
dropped in at Magnuson to take a look at their new HeartBeat kit. 

Their units differ quite a bit from the blowers of decades past. Instead 
of air being drawn in through the top, like a typical Roots unit, it's drawn 
in through the inlet port and pushed into the engine along the axis of the 
rotors. According to Matt Hately at Magnuson, "The TVS rotors are different 
from a screw-type found in some superchargers. They don't compress the 
air, they simply move the same volume of air (in the case of the HeartBeat 
2.3L, or 2300 cc). The rotors touch, and create a nearly perfect seal, which 
is why they have the dark grey abradable powdercoat. The boost happens 
when the air backs up in the manifold. The key advantage is that they create 
less heat and are very efficient. In fact, a 2.3L TVS pushes more cfm than 
a 2.9L screw-type blower. Whereas the screw-type compresses air in the 
screws, and hence, inside the housing, the TVS is simply pumping, or push- 
ing, the air, with the advantage being that the housing doesn't heat up, so 
the bearings last longer. That's one of the main reasons you see more Eaton 


TVS superchargers in OE cars than any 
other type. Thanks to a vacuum-refer- 
enced bypass valve, the inlet pressure 
is equalized with the manifold pressure. 
This pretty much negates any parasitic 
loss while cruising and makes for a very 
efficient design. 

For quite some time now, the Mag- 
nuson units have featured the improved 
Eaton TVS four-lobe rotor arrangement. 
This very popular four-lobe design (also 
found inside GM's LS9 and LT4 blower) 
is a big improvement over the previous 
three-lobe design. Where the twist of 
the rotors on the older GenV units was 
60 degrees, the new TVS rotors are 
twisted to an aggressive 160-degrees. 
Also, the intermeshing design of the 
lobes helps quiet the supercharger even 
at high rpm. Like other Roots systems, 
the TVS MagnaCharger is especially 
good at delivering boost at low engine 
rpm, which, for a street car, is where 
you really want the power to be. 

The first-generation 2300 TVS units 
have been affixing smiles to gearheads' 
faces for some time now, but Magnuson 
knew they could do better. Part of this

was driven by the ever decreasing hood lines found on mod- 
ern cars, especially the Corvette. The old design required a 
new, roomier hood, and owners were reluctant to go through 
the hassle of trying to color-match paint. Magnuson also knew 
there were areas where they could improve performance in 
addition to packaging. The result of 18 months of research 
and development is their new sixth-generation MP2300 TVS 
HeartBeat supercharger system. 

About the only thing the new HeartBeat has in common 
with the older TVS design is the use of Eaton four-lobe rotors. 
The rest was a "clean slate" design. By starting from scratch, 
the engineers at Magnuson were able to come up with a 
much more efficient design that ended up smaller, lighter, and 
more efficient than what was previously available. And while 
their previous design is still a great option for those that want 
to bolt on well over 100 rwhp, the new kit is perfect for those 



Our test mule was a 2010 Camaro SS owned by Rick 
Andrade from J&R Performance Center in Phoenix. He 
installed his TVS2300 Magnuson kit when the car had only 
246 miles on the odometer. Well, it now has over 115, □□□ 
miles on the clock and the stock LS3 is still running strong. 
Back when he added a cam and long-tubes (6,000 miles), 
the SS put down 609 rwhp. Well, we baselined the Camaro 
before pulling off the old parts and it made a best pull of 
633 rwhp. So much for the myth of superchargers causing 
engines to prematurely wear out. 



Before we could install the new sixth-generation MP2300 
TVS HeartBeat system we had to vacate the tried-and-true 
2300 TVS blower. To save time we decided to not pull the 
nose off the car and swap out the heat exchanger since they 
were nearly identical. Modifications the SS has are ADM 
camshaft, ADM twin fuel pump system, Dynatech long-tube 
headers, aftermarket exhaust, Roto-Fab cold-air kit, and 
Centerforce DYAD clutch.

To check out the new system we headed over to Magnu- 
son Products in Ventura, California, to cover an install. Rick 


Andrade has had a TVS2300 Magnuson blower system on 
his 2010 Camaro SS since it was new. In fact, it was the third 
production unit Magnuson sold for the fifth-gen Camaro. He, 
along with lead technician/fabricator Kyle Donohue, run J&R 
Performance Center in Phoenix. They are one of the leading 
Magnuson dealers in the area, so they were just as excited 


as us to check out this new blower. It would also be a great 


experiment to compare the new and old units back to back on 



At first 
glance, 
one might 
notice a 
similarity 
to factory GM 
blowers (as found on 
the LSA and new LT4 
mills). Well, they do have 
much in common, but not as 
much as you think. Saving space 
is one reason why the LT4 blower 
displaces 1.7L (compared to the 2.3L Eaton blower on the 
LT9). By doing this they saved 0.4 inches in length and 0.5 
inches in rotor diameter. That may not sound like much, but 
it was enough. To make up for lost displacement, the blower 
on the LT4 is driven at 3.10 times crank speed (compared to 
2.32:1 for the LS9).

After a lot of design work, Magnuson was able to build a 
blower built around 2.3L Eaton TVS rotors that still fit under 
the stock hood of the Corvette. Their HeartBeat Vette blower 
is just 1 7/8 inches taller than a stock LS3 intake manifold! 

On a fifth-gen Camaro there’s more hood clearance so those 
blowers get a taller lid and a slight increase in intercooler 
area. And yes, it will clear the later Camaro’s strut brace and 
hood vent insert.

In terms of design, the new HeartBeat is vastly different from 
their previous designs. The previous blower was driven from 
the back via a side-mounted jackshaft. Also, the blower sat 
directly atop the intercooler block. This worked well, but made 
for a tall blower.

Instead it has 

a straight shot into the 2300 Eaton TVS rotors. All the kits 
carry a 3-year warranty on the hard parts and 1-year on the 
electronics. For a few bucks more, they even offer extended 
coverage. Blower maintenance is minimal, consisting of an 
oil change every 80,000-12Q,000 miles. 


Back to our install, the LS3 has been cleaned and prepped 
for the new blower. To clean things up Rick added a set of 
Holley valve covers that he had painted to match his car. 
Unlike their previous kit, the new HeartBeat blower will work 
with the GM valley cover. We didn’t have one on hand so we 
kept the billet plate in place from the previous blower. 


The blower intake utilizes reusable GM LSA-style intake 
gaskets. In fact, we found all of the gaskets, O-rings, 
brackets, and hoses to be of OEM quality. We would also like 
to mention that their 71-page, full-color install manual is one 
of the best ones we’ve seen. 


It was then time for Rick Andrade and Kyle Donohue to set 
the main intake section in place on the LS3. Oh, make sure 
that you remove any tape you put over the intake ports on 
the heads. Believe it or not, it’s happened. 


For the new C7 Z06, GM’s main constraint was that the 
blower needed to fit under the Corvette’s hood. This 
meant the intercoolers had to be wedged in the area 
near the valve covers. Magnuson decided to instead 
angle the twin intercooler blocks part way between the 
cylinder heads and blower outlet. The tradeoff of a bit 
more height for bigger rotors and increased plenum 
volume was more than worth it. 


While the TVS 2300 rotor pack is super-efficient, it still 
compresses air and that process makes heat. For drag 
cars, an ice water tank is often used to chill the air charge, 
but that option isn’t practical for the street, not to mention 
running hard on a road course. According to Magnuson, 
the recovery times and intake air temperatures (lATs) are 
very impressive on the HeartBeat. The passages of the 
new intercoolers are dimpled to create turbulence in the 
water so that it cools better. Magnuson told us that you can 
run a road course, flat out, in 100-degree heat and see a 
rise of just 25-30 degrees above ambient in the lATs. The 
HeartBeat kit is also packaged with an improved front- 
mounted heat exchanger. 
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The intercooler coolant pump 
was also an upgrade to what 
we were running on the older 
TVS 2300 unit. The new 
one moves more coolant 
and we couldn’t help 
but notice the heat 
sink attached to the 
bottom. We ended 
up mounting it in 
the same location 
as the previous 
one. If this was 
a “from scratch” 
install it would have 
been located behind 
the front fascia near the 
heat exchanger. 


Here you can see how Magnuson 
optimized the airflow through the unit. 
The HeartBeat is, like the GM units, 
driven from the front and exhaust 
upwards through twin intercooler 
blocks pushed to the sides. These 
design changes results in a more 
efficient and space saving design 
compared to the older style TVS unit. 



The reason that the intake is installed 
without the lid is that the intake bolts 
reside inside. Needless to say, care 
has to be taken to make sure none are 
dropped into the engine. Blue thread 
locker was used on these fasteners 
and they were torqued to 1D6 in-lb. 
Keep in mind there’s a specific torque 
sequence called for in the instruction 
manual. 



With the intake bolted down, we 
could then install the lid. It came with 
fasteners, but Rick decided to jazz it 
up (in addition to the custom paint 
and pinstriping) with some stainless 
ARP fasteners. Due to the O-ring 
design they only needed to be torqued 
to 106 in-lb.

The HeartBeat kit included eight new high-flow fuel 
injectors, but to keep our before and after dyno numbers fair 
we transferred the 65-pound units that were used on the 
previous blower. 



We could then install the polished fuel rail. Rick sent the 
stainless lines out to be polished to match the intercooler 
hardlines, which also received the same treatment. 



Next up was installing all of the included, and for the most 
part pre-cut, coolant lines. On the blower side they used 
factory-style push-lock connectors. The new coolant tank 
had a small overflow barb which, if we had installed the new 
heat exchanger, would be plumbed down to it. In our case we 
simply capped it off for now. 



Included in the kit was this OE-looking, cast-aluminum 
tensioner mount. It’s items like this that give the Magnuson 
unit a nice OE look. The tensioner used is just the stock 
Camaro part. 



We then went about plumbing in all of the other items like 
the EVAP line, PCV line, and such. We also plugged in all the 
fuel injectors, coils, and the inlet air temperature sender. 
When relocated senders are moved too far, Magnuson 
included pre-cut and ready to go extension harnesses. 



The front of the intake was opened up as well and can 
accommodate anything from stock up to 108mm throttle 
bodies (with the correct adapter). The larger throttle body’s 
increased efficiency let them make the same power on 2-3 
fewer pounds of boost. We kept it simple and just bolted on 
the stock 90mm Camaro throttle body. To plug it into the 
harness we used one of the supplied extension harnesses.

The kit came with parts to mate it to the stock airbox, but 
our car had a Roto-Fab cold-air intake. We were in luck since 
Roto-Fab prototyped the correct elbow for this kit and sent 
one over beforehand. 



And just like that, we were done and ready for some 
tuning. Of course, since we were just swapping blowers 
our install was easy. Expect a full install from stock to 
done to take around IQ hours.

Dyno air is always pretty good, so the 
real test came when Rick got the SS 
back onto the hot summer roads of 
Arizona. As he told us, “At Magnusen 
we saw about a 10 degree decrease 
in lATs and quicker recovery with 
the HeartBeat in 72-degree temps. 
Now that we are back in Phoenix 
in 110-degree temps I am seeing 
20-25 degree lAT reduction and 
substantially quicker recovery times 
after a full boost pull.” As expected, 
the improved intercooler design in the 
HeartBeat really shines in real-world 
driving conditions more so than on 
static chassis dynes.

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As for the dyno, Rick relayed, “We did this comparison to compare power 
differences and lAT differences, and between the two Maggie blowers. Both 
were run with a 3.3-inch pulley, the HeartBeat was run with the available Maggie 
3.3-inch and our J&R Performance 3.3-inch GripTec pulley. GripTec (sold through 
J&R) is a patented technology that prevents belt slip without tearing up the belt, 
□ur base pulls with the TVS netted us 633 rwhp. Our HeartBeat base netted us 
646 rwhp, and with the GripTec Pulley it bumped us up to 651 rwhp. All these were 
done on 91-octane pump gas with the same tune, the only change made was to 
the MAP readings for the new air intake tube. The TVS supercharger put out 8 psi 
of boost, the HeartBeat 8.8 psi of boost, 8.9 psi of boost with the GripTec pulley. 
The car is equipped with a Snow Performance Meth kit, but it wasn’t used for this 
comparison. The only difference in the supercharger kits is the 3.3-inch pulley 
instead of the stock 3.8-inch pulley. Otherwise this is an off-the-shelf kit. The 
tuning was done by J&R Performance.” 



But there’s more to the performance gain than just peak numbers. As you can 
see, the new HeartBeat made more power just about everywhere. Boost was also 
up along the entire pull.
